prestigio.

London’s Peculiar Names. 

{Portland Oregonian:] “ ‘Rotten Row’ is 
an ugly name to be applied to London's most 
fashionable driveway in Hyde Park,” said 
Harcourt Duderidge, “The strange part of 
it is that this homely appellation, misplaced 
as it obviously is, was born of one of the 
most beautiful phrases in the French lan- 


guage. | 
“When the Normans first 


land after the invasion of 1066 it followed 
that they gave French names to many lo- 
cations and places, not alone in London, 


but all over England. So they named the 
fashionable driveway through London parks 
‘route du roi’ (route of the Kings,) beca 

it led to the imperial palace, ia | 

“Time passed. and the Londoner had 
great trouble pronouncing (to him) the 
dificult phrase route du roi,’ and it de- 
generated into ‘Rotten Row.’ 5 

Rotten Row’ ig one of London's show 
spots. It leads toward-Buckingham Palace 
from Hyde Park Corner. It is the center 
of interest from a socialstandpoint, as it - 
is the favorite drive of the elite. On Sun- 
days the church parade in Rotten Row is 
one of society's most brilliant spectacles. 

“The French influence in nomenciatures 
of London's showplaces igs very evident 
wherever one goes. Charing Cross, which 
the modern Londoner calls the ‘center of 
the world,’ is an English corruption of a 
one-time French name. 

“When Edward the Confessor was bring- 
ing the body of his Queen from somewhere 
in Norgh England his retinue in their route 
to Westminster Abbey deposited the bier at 
nightfall when they struck camp. At each 
resting ‘place a cross was erected. Through- 
out England now there are towns, villages 
and hamlets which bear the name of Cross. 
One can thus almost trace the course the 
funersl cortege took. The last resting place 
before they got to Westminster was Chere 
Reine Cross (Dear Queen Cross,) now cor- 
rupted to Charing Cross. 

“Birdcage walk’ in St. James Park is 
an interesting example.

AMERICAN CIVIL WaR.

Atter the battle of Missionary Ridge the 


winter quarters, The winter of 1863-1864 
proved to be a very severe one for the lati- 
tude, and at one time there was a heavy fall 
of snow, 

The division commanded by Maj.Gen. W. 
B. Bate, afterward a member of the United 
States Senate, was composed of three bri- 
gades. These were the famous “Brecken 
ridge” Brigade of Kentuckians, Gen. Bate’s 
brigade of Tennesseeans, and a Florida bri- 
gade commanded by Gen. Stovall. Each of 
the brigades occupied its own encampment, 
and was separated from the other 
least half a mile. 

‘The snow fell at night, On the following 
morning, as soon as the regulation camp 
duties were performed, the “corn-rackers,” 
as the Kentuckians were called, began to 
“snowball.” They had often seen snow in

But their Southern 
comrades, particularly the Floridans, shranx 
from any personal contact with “the beau- 
tiful.” . 

Early in the day one of the companies of 
the Ninth Kentucky Regiment made an at- 
tack upon its next neighbor in the encamp- 
ment, and after the battle victor and van- 
quished united to attack a third.

From that honesty, when 
on the right side of a case, he carried 4 
force and conviction that was irresistible, 
and from the same reason, if on the reverse 
side, he was apt to be a positive injury 
to it 

In court Lincoln was expert and incisive 
in the examination of witnesses, and woe 
to the perjured witness. Though he took 
no notes, he remembered everything as well 
as those who did. And on ome occasion 
when the court and lawyers all insisted, 
against Lincoln, that a witness had given 
certain testimony, he proved to be correct, 
and his memory better than that of the 
united bench and bar. 5 

His methods were his own. At the be 
ginning of a trial where most lawyers object 
he would say he“reckoned” it would be fair 
to admit this or that, and when an objection 
of his had been overruled he would often 
say, Well, reckon I must be wrong.” 

Before the case was through, however, his 
opponent was apt to find that what he had 
so readily given away was what he could 
not keep, and that he had sacrificed every 
point to the one that would carry his case. 
In the words of a legal associate, “Any one 
who took Lincoln for a simple-minded man 
would very soon wake up on his back in a 
ditch.” ‘ 


No matter how eventful or exciting a trial 
was he remained imperturbable; one could 
not discern by his manner that he had the 
slightest tinge of either trepidation or en- 


thusiasm, but he remained inflexible and , 


stoical to the last. 

His personal advantages were few. His 
voice was by no means pleasant, especially 
when excited, in its shrill tone. He was 
lacking in all personal graces of an orator 
—awkward, ill-dressed, with little in the 
outer mag to indicate superiority of intel- 
lect, and without especial quickness of per- 
ception of faculty. 

Yet by his vigor of mind, his clearness of

Tt ie probable that but few Americans 
know that in South London there is @ 
memorial to Abraham Lincolpa R ig 
graceful tower and spire attached to Christ 
Church, an independent nonconformist 
church, in Southwark. 


Over the entrance are the words, “Lincola 
Tower.” A large stone tablet inside records, 
among other things, that the tower Was 
“dbullt in commemoration of the abolition of 
slavery effected by President Lincoln, and 
as atoken of international brotherhood.” 
One of the two large rooms in the tower is 
named for Washington. 

When fifst erected, and before the smoke 
of London had blended all in uniform black- 
ness, there could be seen on the spire of the 
tower stars and stripes in red aud white 
stone.

vegetation with a corresponding development 
of fruitage, but this will be corrected as goon 
as the soll becomes better balanced by cul- 
tivation and cropping, withdrawing the ex- 
cess of organic matter to a point where it is 
not so in excess to the lime action necessary 
to the fruiting organs of the plant. Or, more

lime may be added to the soll until there is 
an excess for the plants to obtain their re- 
quirements, which they are prevented from 
doing while the condition of the organic 
matter of the soil claims the lime. 

Some plants use an excessive amount of 
lime if presented to them in a very soluble 
state, and it so hardens their vegetative 
organs as to cause an obstruction of the cir- 
culation and produce a sort of coma or dor- 
mancy, which if long continued will cau 
death. If the dormancy has not lasted until 
the root action ig destroyed this condition 
can often be remedied by the use of copious 
supplies of stable manure and by the appli- 
cation of sulphate of iron, If the roots are 
past recovery by a soil application, the only 
remedy would seem to be to treat the tree 
directly by feeding the circulation with 
soluble salts in sufficient solution, and thus 
induce the plant to send out new rootlets in 
the soil. This method has never been de- 
veloped for practice, but some success has 
attended experiments with it. 

The Amounts of Lime for a Soll. 


One cannot tell offhand how much lime to 
apply to a soll even when you know how 
much it contains and its condition, but we 
can approximate it quite closely, and with 
the present knowledge there seems no like- 


- Mhood of overdoing it at the first application 


at least, and after that it is easy to judge 
the requirements. For all ordinary farm 
purposes a soil should be deemed deficient 
in lime if it does not show more than 1 per 


and some conditions call for a much larger 
amount than 1 per cent. to Make the soil 


growers are too impati¢nt in their expecta 
tions from applications to their land, and 
neither make a full study for themselves 
nor allow it to be made for them. 


What Lime to Use and When to Use it 


Lime may be applied to the soll simply 
crushed and at any convenient time, and 1 
is a matter of indifference when it is 
worked in, but it is important that it be 
thoroughly worked through the soll for sev« 
eral inches in depth. When the plant i 
rapidly growing it needs a copious supply 
of lime at hand in available condition, and 
unless in soils very poor in organic mat 
ter, heavy applications of sulphate of lime 
(gypsum) and carbonate of lime (airslaked 
lime) seldom overdo the soil requirements, 
If fresh burned or waterslaked lime be 
used on a soil it should be allowed to lig 
on the surface until air-slaked, which occurs 
rapidly in humid atmosphere but very 
slowly in arid conditions. The air slaking 
of lime is the result of taking in alr mols 
ture and carbon from the atmosphere, 80 
that air-slaked lime is partially a hydrate 
as well as a carbonate of lime, some hydro 
gen and oxygen being assimilated with the 
lime from the moisture absorbed. Fall and 
winter are therefore the best seasons te 
apply fresh burned lime, but air-slaked and 
carbonates of lime and gypsum (sulphate 
of lime) can be applied at any time most 
convenient, and they also can be worked 
in as convenient. Crushed or ground lime 
rock, as a carbonate, and crushed or groun@ 
crude gypsum, as a sulphate, are alwaye 
safe forms in which to apply lime to a soil,

The great value of the Kuskokwim ex- 
tension will be in the opening up of the 
mineral territory. The main road will pass 
through the Ventna gold district, which has 
already produced several hundred thousand 
dollars and where there are large areas of 
gold-bearing gravel fitted for dredging. It 
will open up the Skwentna mineral terri- 
tory, and that along the south fork of the 
Kuskokwim. Mr. McPherson said he found 
gold grains half the size of a pinhead in the 
gravel bars there. 

As to the Innoko-Iditarod gold country, 
that has long been known among the gold- 
producing camps of Alaska. More than 
$10,000,000 have been taken but of the 
placers of the Iditarod, and the Guggen- 
helms are now dredging the creeks. There 
are about 1000 people in the town of Idita- 
rod.» They get there by way of the Yukon 
and Iditarod rivers.

This would be increased enor 
mously by the building of the road, but it 
is doubtful if the railway would ever pay, 
except as a developing proposition. The 
settlement of the country will not be ac 
complished until far in the future. It is in 
the same latitude as Norway, Sweden and. 


Finland, and the people claim that it i¢ 


richer in resources, minerally and agricul 
turally. They say that these countries have 
11,000,000 of inhabitants and that the 
Kuskokwim Valley could support millions. 
They point to the trans-Siberian road, which 
in one year trans more than $30,000, 
000 worth of butter, and to the roads of 
Finland, which have receipts of $10, 
000,000 a year, and they ask why this road 
should not do as well.

The Bering Strait Problem. 


A railroad across Bering Strait would 
seem to be the wild dream of a fantastic 
imagination, but it is not an impossibility 
in these days ot tunnels and bridges. Ber- 
ing Strait, between Cape Prince of Wales, 
Alaska, and East Cape, Siberia, is only sixty

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to be spent on the rallroad now being con- 
structed. The government engineers have 
made a large number of other surveys. They 
have secured full information concerning 
the country between here and the Copper 


River Railroad, which was built by the Gug- 


genheims at a cost of about $20,000,000, and 
they have surveyed a connection between 
that road and the new government line. The 
latter begins at Chitina and runs through 
Copper Center to the Matanuska coal fields, 
reaching the main line at Matanuska June 
tion. In addition the Copper River road may 
be extended to Fairbanks and further exten 
sion will probably be made from there to the 
country north of the Yukon. 

A very important survey is that which 
has been made to connect the governmert 
line with Fort McGrath at the head of navi- 
gation on the Kuskokwim River. That line 
will have branches to the Iditarod and In- 
noko gold fields, and also a possible continu- 
ation across the Yukon and about Norton 
Sound to Nome on the Seward Peninsula. 
There are some who prophesy that the 
Nome branch may some day be extented to 
Cape Prince of Wales, and thence cross Ber- 


America by means of the railroads of Si- 
beria. 
Most of these extensions are a matter of

Do not sneeze or cough in the baby’s face.

Do not allow the baby to go even one day 
without a bowel movement. 

Dy not excite the baby during or imme- 
diately after nursing. 3 

Do not forget that healthy babies make 
stroug men and women.

| HE United States fisheries have been 
T increasing their work materialty from 
year to year. They have followed im- 
portant lines Which have led te the most 
practical ends, 
it is only after consulting reports relative 


to salt and fresh water fish that one appre: 


elates the fact that a complete list of these 
fish would crowd a number of printed pages. 
This gives some slight idea of one portion of 
the work over which Uncle Sam has juris- 
diction. 

The Bureau of Fisheries claims that the 
‘seaboard of no foreign land excels that of 

the United States in either the abundance or 

variety of its migratory fish Among the 
best known of these are shad, alewives, 
perch, smelt, striped bass and the salmon 
ot the Pacific. The herring, whitefish, basses, 
buffalo fish, catfish, carp, suckers, the perch 
of the great lakes and the dainty darting 
trout, whose capture demands such a skillful 
ang ler, all belong to the strictly fresh water 
class Each species of both classes is re- 
ceiving care and attention from the bureau. 
< After many observations it was deter- 
mined that in the East the menhaden, which 
belongs to the herring family, quantitatively 
far outclassed all other fish. The menhaden 
is mote valuable for its oll and as a fer- 
.. tifiger than as a food commodity. 

In the year 1915 the bureau concluded to 
make a special investigation concerning the 
menhaden alone and found that the billion- 
odd fish caught yielded over 6,500,000 gal- 
lons of ofl and 90,000 tons of fertilizer. The 
whole was valued at something like 93.500,

Were, strung lengthwise so as to form a 

straight line they would girdle the globe 
git times where its girt is largest. Further- 

more it has been estimated that the com- 
bined weight of the men, women and chil- 

‘dren of Greater New York would not equal 
the weight of these billion fish. 

Every bay, sound, gulf of Uncle Sam's 
vast coast line swarms with one or several 
kinds of mollusk and crustacean. Of the 
hordes of mollusks—scallops, clams, sea 

“mussels, squids, abalone and oysters—the 

last seem naturally to have assumed the 
place of the most importance in the house- 
holds of the country. Nearly everybody 
loves an oyster. In fact, so enormously has 
his popularity increased in recent years that 
the Bureau of Fisheries has been akked to 
lend a helping hand in the planning of 

oyster beds, etc. . 

For the last few years the oyster crop has 
annually run up into the millions, averagirg 
something like 25,000,000 bushels a year. Ow- 
ing to a thorough study of the oyster, its 
habits, habitat, environment, etc., the av- 
erage yield is steadily increasing. Chesa- 
peake Bay has attained a universal fame 
through its oyster output; no other similar 
body of water in the world can begin to 
compete with it. 


Of the numerous crustacea, crab, prawn, 


shrimp and lobster, the lobster is indis- 
putably the most important and most valu- 


able. It is so brimming with nourishment 


that the Bureau of Fisheries regrets that 
it cannot be made a substantial article of 
diet rather than a rare luxury, Lobster 
fishing affords a comfortable living among 
many New England families. But these 
‘fishers of lobster from time to time com- 
plain that the lobster is not so easily to be 
had as formerly. The bureau corroborates 
this statement and concludes that the supply 
of lobsters is slowly, but none the less 
steadily, diminishing. This decrease is due 
largely to the highly indiscriminate fishing 
that has been done and, until recently, no 
one has pressed the importance of the future 
lobster supply. It seems to have been taken 
for granted that there would always be 
enough lobsters to go round. This question 
has the serious consideration of Uncle Sam. 
The fish wealth of Alaska is inestimable. 
The rapid development of Alaskan fisheries 
has been marvelous; myriads of salmon were 
the original impetus to these great fisheries. 
Since the time that Alaska formally passed 
into Uncle Sam's hands this country has 
reatized approximately $300,000,000 from

purchase the Atlantic Coast was regarded as 
the prize fishing ground for halibut. Since 
that time the eastern coast as a halibut 
fishing ground has been compelled to give 
way to Alaska 

Uncle Sam caught 400,000,000 pounds of 
salmon in 1915. Had he loaded these sal- 
mon into freight cars, 10,000 cars. would 
have been required, and this novel train 
would have reached 100 miles. : 

All sorts and kinds of fish have been taken 
from the waters of the country in such vast 
quantities that in order to compensate it 
has been necessary for Uncle Sam to ex- 
periment with artificial propagation. Both 
States and private concerns have lent their 
co-operation, and this work has seen a re- 
markable growth. Twenty of the States 
support their own fisheries: In Alaska and 
thirty-two States egg gathering and hatch- 
ing were systematically carried on. Much of 
their work eventually reached every State 
in the Union. — | 

June 30, 1916, ended the most successful 
year in fish culture in the United States. 
Under Uncle Sam's able supervision 5,000, 
000,000 fish eggs were hatched: When they 
have attained a certain state of development 
they are distributed in the streams, lakes, 
etc., of the country. ; 

If these waters are public the Federal 
government makes its own decision as to 
where to put certain kinds of fish, or state 
fisheries request certain distributions. When 
individuals wish fish for their own private 
lakes or ponds the government supplies 
these fish, upon their application, gratis. In 
putting fish fry from cans into stream or lake 
care must be used in gradually accustoming 
the fish to the temperature of the water ia 
the stream, else they suffer a severe shock. 

Throughout the length and breadth of the 
Mississippi Valley, during the season when 
floods are so prevalent, certain areas become 
completely inundated. Fish from the rivers 
and smaller streams swim blithely into these 
temporary lakes and have become stranded 
Before the Bureau of Fisheries began its 
rescue work quantities of fish were lost 
each year to the country. When the waters 
receded the majority of the larger fish would 
manage to get back to,their home waters, 
but the young would swim helplessly about 
until the water, getting lower and lower, left 
them on dry land. 

One year Uncle Sam sent forth a chosen 
band of men armed with seines and recep- 
tacles for catching the unfortunate strays 
and returning them to their own rivers. 
Since the use of these parties of men, who 
have rescued members of the finny tribe 
from Minnesota to Mississippi, millions of 
fish have been saved to the country. 

The Bureau of Fisheries is constantly ex- 
tending its work along the line of artificial 
propagation. Experienced biologists have 
charge of the hatching and have at their 
fingers’ ends all the important details which 
mean the successful development of the 
newly hatched fish into the mature fish. To 
glean these facts from nature wide field ob- 


The bureau intends to continue a button 
industry which has its existence in the val- 
ley of the Mississippi. It has been esti- 
mated that this industry is valued from 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000 yearly. The bureau 
has promised that there shall be no diminu- 
tion in the supply of raw material, and this 
will compel an increase of artificial propaga- 
tion of the mussels from whose shell the but- 
tons are manufactured. es 

On the Mississippi River there is a labora- 
tory whose purpose is to study the best 
method of attaining the necessary increase. 
As a consequence of the laboratory's work 
certain perplexing questions have been 
solved. For example, it has been demon- 
strated that mussels in the larva) stage 
fasten themselves securély to the gilis of 
certain kinds of fish, but if the right fish 
are not provided for the developing larvae 
they die. 

For those interested in the raising of mus- 
sels this is a point of incalculable im- 
portance. Buttons have been made from the 
shells of these artificially reared fish. Dur- 
ing the year 1915 350,000,000 mussel larvae 
attached themselves to the gilis of fish. 
These developed and the baby mussels grew 


‘Into splendid types of the adult fish. 


Introducing practically unknown fish to 
the everyday world, putting them on the 
market, making them popular with club, 
hotel, cafe and eventually the home is an- 
other task the burean has set itself. 

The. tilefish was given to the world last 
winter. The public ts proverbially fickle 
and capricious, but it has apparently ac- 
cepted the tilefish with the best of grace. 
In less than seven months over 1700 tons 
of tilefish were disposed of. In dollars and 
cents 1700 tons of these fish amount to a 
round $200,000. New York City was the 
center for this trade, and from there these 
fish were distributed the length and breadth 
of the country.

[Dun's Review:] Sales of Japanese but- 
tons in the United States more than doubled 
during the fiscal year 1916, although, as a 
whole, button imports decreased. A state- 
ment issued today by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Doméstic Commerce, of the Department 
of Commerce, places the value of Japanese 
buttons sold in this country in 1916 at 6473, 
310. In 1915 the imports were valued at 
$196,484 and in 1914, a normal year, at only 
$127,966. 

Previous to the war our button imports 
originated chiefly in Germany and Austria, 
$812,424 coming from the former country 
in 1914 and $744,422 from the latter. These 
supplies have been practically cut off and 
American manutacturers have been busily 
engaged in increasing their output to supply 
the increased demand. Their efforts have 
been successful, in spite of the fact that 
Japanese manufacturers have been able to 
increase their sale- Buttons from the Phil- 
ippines are also increasing in importance, 
our imports from the islands having in- 
creased from $5767 in 1912 to $88,376 in 
1916. 

The total imports of buttons of all kinds 
were valued at, $877,278 in 1916, $1,062,971 
tn 1915, and $2,143,778 in 1914. About half 
the buttons imported are pearl. In 1916 the 
imports of pearl buttons were valued at 
$545,598, agate buttons at $108,511, glass 
buttons at $65,347, horm buttons at 335,843, 
collar and cuff, buttons at $27/392, and vege 
table ivory buttons at $1441. Bone, metal 
and other unspecified buttons and parts 
made up the remainder. — 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
that exports of buttons from the United 
States have increased rapidly during the 
last few years. In 1912 they amounted to 
$724,784; in 1914, $654,372) and in 1916) 81. 
902,556. Last year's sales Were distributed in 
the following amounts: to Europe, $957,655. - 
North America, $680,380; South America, 
$167,501; Australia, New Zealand and other 
Oceania, $86,235; Asia, $6304, and Africa, 
$4281.

Whether there will be an extra‘ses- 


sion of Congress or not is not clearly . 


outlined yet. Judging from the law of 
probabilities, we should say the Presi- 
dent will not call an extra session of 
the next Congress. Whatever he and 
his party Tre to accomplish in the way 
of legislation which involves partisan- 
ship must be done in the next twenty 
days. After that, legislation will be 
very difficult if it contains any tinge of 
partisanship in its complexion. 

President Wilson has been a power- 
ful force during the four years of his 
administration, but his power has been 
largely in the subserviencv of the mem- 
bers of his own party in Congress. No 
President before has ever had such an 
easy way with Congresses, as we re- 
member American history. The Re- 
publican members of Congress are gen- 
erally far more independent in this re- 
spect. Indeed, they are likely to be re- 
sentful of any excessive interference 
with legislative prerogatives.on the 
part of the Executive. This resentment 
would come if the aggressor were of 
their own party, and is sure to be very 
pronounced in the case of an Executive 
of a different political complexion.

N THE language of Dumas's 25 
romance, Uncle Sam can stand up 
and say, “The world is mine.”

tion of tea from Ceylon, rubber from’ 


Sumatra, tin from Malaysia, and wool 
from South Africa and Australia. 

“Branch banks have been established 
in South America, and in Europe. 
Direct facilities, through the branches 
of an all-American ing institution, 
are available for business practically all 
over the world. 7 

“Prosperity at home has touched 
every corner of the United States. Our 
industries are expanding; production in 
all lines is at its maximum. Wages are 
high, and every man who wants to 
work can find work. Manufacturers in 
all lines are showing increased profits, 
and business is on a sounder basis than 
ever before. 

“When the demands of new foreign 
markets began to make themselves felt 
in this country, our manufacturers, in 
large part, found themselves inexperi- 
enced in the matter of foreign trade. 
They sought help. There was no class 
of trained young men with a knowledge 
of the language of the countries with 
“whom we sought to trade available for 
the development of the sales end of the 
business. There were few men quali- 
fied to supervise the handling of the 

business at home. The result 
has been that our efforts to develop a 
market like South America have met a 
great deal of justifiable criticism.
